The weeding process, which began 
several m onths ago ,is continued in 
some part of Germany every week. 
Last week a big meeting was held in 
the townhall of Dusseldorf. At the 
m eeting were m embers of the Gener­ 
al German Language club and the 
President of the Internaional Hotel 
K eeper’s club. All agreed th at for­ 
eign words should not be used, es­ 
pecially on signs, 
but 
the 
Hotel 
Keepers won the point of having the 
word 
hotel, 
which 
is 
originally 
French, rem ain as a German word on 
the ground that 40 per cent of the 
visitors to hotels here are foreigners. 
Finally the meeting adopted 
this 
resolution: 
“This meeting, which is attended 
by representatives of Commerce and 
Trade for the District of Dusseldorf, 
considers it its duty to point out that 
foreign words 
still 
appearing 
on 
signs, labels, nam eplates, etc., should 
be replaced as far as possible by good 
German words. 
The phrase as far as possible was 
put in after 
Brues 
informed 
the 
m eeting of the 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 enemies in 
the German language. *
